thing that puts that on hold, 
puts us at a loss and paves the 
way for possible failures of in¬ 
frastructure repair and replace¬ 
ment,” Moore said. “It can’t be 
put off forever. Things just get 
more costly over time and 
there’s a point when a problem 
can be fixed and a point when 
it can’t be fixed and needs to be 
replaced.” 

AUMA met with the Health 
Minister Evans Thursday 
morning to discuss the current 
uncertainty. Their key mes¬ 
sages to the Minister were that 
a promise has been broken, the 
cost of ambulance services has 
been removed from municipal 
budgets, municipalities know 
their costs of delivering ambu¬ 
lance services and municipali¬ 
ties and AUMA have dedicated 
considerable resources and ef¬ 
forts over the last year to meet 
the Provincial targets and ob¬ 


jectives in the transfer of re¬ 
sponsibility from Municipali¬ 
ties to RHAs. 

Moore estimated that 
Didsbury is currently operating 
at an accumulated infrastruc¬ 
ture deficit of $12 million al¬ 
ready. 

“We all have crumbling in¬ 
frastructure, but the smaller 
communities suffer the most,” 
she said. “The fact is, there are 
fewer people to pay for core 
services and small communities 
are fighting to survive.” 

AUMA proposed to the Min¬ 
ister that three steps be taken 
immediately, the first step is 
municipal governments be com¬ 
pensated to meet their ambu¬ 
lance services budget require¬ 
ments in 2005. The second step 
is the initiation of the pilots 
proposed by Alberta Health and 
Wellness. AUMA supports the 
pilots and will make every ef¬ 


fort to ensure that they ad¬ 
dress; the right service needs 
for citizens, the right govern¬ 
ment models, the right delivery 
mechanisms, and the right 
funding arrangements for 
RHAs and those municipalities 
contracting ambulance serv¬ 
ices, in order to clearly under¬ 
stand the full implications of 
this responsibility transfer. The 
third step AUMA proposed be 
taken is the province initiate 
immediately, a clear outline 
“Due Diligence Process” to en¬ 
sure the future transition is 
transparent, effective and 
seamless, and the future ben¬ 
efits exploited. 

The ambulance transfer will 
still take place in two munici¬ 
palities and in the Peace 
Country to determine whether 
a full, province-wide transfer is 
“operationally and financially 
feasible. ” 


Many Alberta towns are dig¬ 
ging into empty pockets after 
the plug was pulled on the 
transfer of ground ambulance 
services from municipalities to 
health authorities last week. 

The transfer was set to take 
place April 1, but Health Min¬ 
ister Iris Evans halted the 
project, saying that municipali¬ 
ties were inflating costs, and 
the numbers were coming in 
“significantly higher” than the 
$55 million budgeted. 

Didsbury Mayor and AUMA 
vice president Dorothy Moore 
said she was counting on the 
transfer and will now have to 
take money out of much needed 
infrastructure projects to pay 
for “a broken promise.”

It took just one man to 
smudge all the red ink circling 
March 7 on calendars across 
Alherta, last week. 

Five days before the U.S. 
border was set to re-open to 
live cattle and beef products 
under thirty months of age, 
U.S. District Judge Richard 
Cebull granted a temporary 
injunction to lobby group R- 
CALF, slamming it shut. 

Just a day earlier, USDA 
Secretary Mike Johanns reaf¬ 
firmed his commitment to re¬ 
suming beef trade on Mar. 7, 
but some politicians are sug¬ 
gesting support from the U.S. 
government has waned as a 
result of Prime Minister Paul 
Martin’s recent decision not 
to participate in the U.S. mis¬ 
sile defense strategy. 

“He said there would be a 
public debate on missile 
defense and it would be 
brought to the House of Com¬ 
mons for a thorough debate, 
but then he waltzes into the 
House of Commons and says 
we won’t participate,” said 
Wild Rose MP Myron 
Thompson. “President Bush 
is no one to mess with. If you 
say one thing and you do an¬ 
other thing she doesn’t oper¬ 
ate that way and I am so fear¬ 
ful this may not be appealed.” 

But Alberta Agriculture 
Minister Doug Horner said 
there is no indication that the 
Prime Minister’s actions had 
anything to do with the bor¬ 
der injunction, adding that 
the judge’s decision may even 
be “embarrassing” to the 
U.S. administration.

a total of 13%. Net income for 
2004 was down from $1,146,501 
to $753,030. 

“This decrease was due to 
increase in operating expenses

MYRON THOMPSON’S COLUMN 

THE FIGHT TO OPEN THE 
BORDER STARTS AGAIN 


Myron Thompson, Mem¬ 
ber of Parliament for Wild 
Rose says yesterday’s U.S. 
Senate vote against opening 
the border is just the latest 
in a Tong line of delays and 
disappointments for Cana¬ 
dian producers. 

“It was encouraging to¬ 
day to hear US Ambassador 
Cellucci state that George 
Bush is prepared to use his 
political capital to get the 
border opened to Canadian 
cattle. I know we have an 
ally in the President and 
the United States Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture,” said 
Thompson. 

“I just wished I could 
say the same for our own 
government. Once again, 
liberal promises to solve 
this problem on behalf of 
farm families have come to 


nothing. The government 
seemed completely taken by 
surprise by these latest de¬ 
velopments,” stated 

Thompson. 

“At the very least Andy 
Mitchell our Agriculture 
Minister should be in Wash¬ 
ington addressing any out¬ 
standing issues that may be 
fuelling these protectionist 
actions and do everything in 
his power to urge the US ad¬ 
ministration to pursue the 
appeal process with due 
haste,” said Thompson. 

The Conservative Party 
today called on the federal 
government to take urgent 
action immediately in three 
areas: 

First, to call on the gov¬ 
ernment immediately to 
make clear it will provide the 
necessary support to the 


livestock industry for the 
continuing period of the bor¬ 
der closure. The CA1S pro¬ 
gram is not working. If nec¬ 
essary, the funds should be 
taken out of the contin¬ 
gency reserve. 

Second, to renew our call 
for a cull program to address 
the backlog of older cattle 
shut out of the US by the 
closed border. 

Third, to call on the gov¬ 
ernment to provide tax in¬ 
centives to support invest¬ 
ment in Canadian slaughter 
capacity, and note that its 
current efforts in these ar¬ 
eas have been inadequate 
and ineffective. 

“I know when Conserva¬ 
tive MPs return to Parlia¬ 
ment next week this will be 
the top order of business,” 
concluded Thompson.

Ottawa and Health Care 
Accountability 


Dear Editor, 

Once again, the recently 
released Canada Health Act 
annual report keeps Parlia¬ 
ment and Canadians in the 
dark about the state of our 
public health care system. 
The report is missing key in¬ 
formation about the growth 
of for-profit private clinics. 

Our Members of Parlia¬ 
ment have hammered home 
the need for accountability 
as it relates to the sponsor¬ 
ship scandal. If MPs truly 
believe in accountability 
and transparency they will 
hold Federal Health Minis¬ 
ter Ujjal Dosanjh account¬ 
able for enforcing the five 
criteria and the two condi¬ 
tions of the Canada Health 
Act. 


With significant more fed¬ 
eral health funding now 
available, Canadians expect 
more accountability from 
governments, not less. It is 
critical that provinces be 
required to provide informa¬ 
tion on the delivery of 
health care services, in par¬ 
ticular for-profit and inves¬ 
tor-owned delivery versus 
public and not-for-profit de¬ 
livery. 

Auditor General Sheila 
Fraser found in October 
2002 that Health Canada 
does not have the informa¬ 
tion it needs to identify non- 
compliance. 

Ms. Fraser said, “Parlia¬ 
mentarians are expected to 
make decisions on billions 
of dollars transferred to the 
provinces and territories for 


health care, but they still 
don’t have enough informa¬ 
tion to know the extent to 
which the Canada Health 
Act is being respected.” 

Alberta MPs like Rob 
Merrifield, who is Vice-Chair of 
the House of Commons Stand¬ 
ing Committee on Health, 
should conduct hearings on the 
Federal Health Minister’s neg¬ 
ligent approach to Canada 
Health Act reporting, monitor¬ 
ing, and enforcement. 

Public health care in Canada 
is too important for Canadians 
to be kept in the dark. Canadi¬ 
ans own Medicare - they paid 
for it. We expect and deserve to 
know where and how our money 
is being spent.

Wild Rose 
Constituents are 
angry, Thompson 
even more so

What began with a 
moment of silence for 
four fallen RCMP officers 
at Myron Thompson’s 
Town Hall meeting, 
March 3, quickly esca¬ 
lated to a tirade of every¬ 
thing wrong with this 
country. 

Thompson, MP Wild 
Rose, is angry, frustrated 
and defiant in terms of his 
relationship with Ot¬ 
tawa, the Liberals and 
even his own party, at 
times. 

“Emotions are flying 
high and they come from 
all over the place,” he told 
the 120 people in attend¬ 
ance, representing all 
four corners of Mountain 
View County. 

The meeting was held 
to get direction from Wild 
Rose constituents, as to 
how they would like 
Thompson to vote on the 
budget, same sex mar¬ 
riage and to hear their 
stand on the missile 
defense program Paul 
Martin took Canada out 
of, without debate in the 
House of Commons. 

Thompson assured 
voters he will take that 
message to Conservative 
leader Stephen Harper 
and Ottawa. 

The message will be: 
“people want us to stand 
up and be counted, espe¬ 
cially on all those issues 
and put power back in the 
hands of the people; they 
want us to take a strong 
stand for the missiles 
defense program; they 
want to ensure a free 
vote in the House of 
Commons concerning 
same sex marriage and 
vote no to the budget.” 

The Liberal budget 

Thompson informed 
people the budget con¬ 
sisted of long term plans, 
cuts to the justice sys¬ 
tem, no money for agri¬ 
culture and said it should 
not be passed. 

“That is how arrogant 
this government is,” said 
Thompson, “they have 
long-term planning more 
than three and four 
years, even five and 10 
years.” 

What makes them 
think they will be 
around?” 

-Criminal justice “of 
all the areas in the budget 
to cut from, in a heavy 
way, that is what they 
cut back on. They are 
closing RCMP detach¬ 
ments, closing a crime 
lab in Edmonton. Even 
today with the death of 
four RCMP officers, God 
rest their souls, they do 


this.” 

“I believe protection of 
life and property is one of 
the major functions of 
the land and it is a fun¬ 
damental duty that any 
politician should pro¬ 
tect.” 

“The justice system is 
out of control! The police 
do their best to protect 
us, they are forgetting to 
bring in measures that 
will protect them.” 

-Building up our mili¬ 
tary “they did that over 
a five year plan, yet we 
don’t know what that 
five year plan is.” 

-Environment “there 
are some good things in 
the budget. I was glad to 
see it. But Kyoto, no 
plan.” 

-National Day Care , 
“no plan. “I was appalled 
when one of the (Liberal) 
members said it was a 
pity that in Alberta more 
children were in the home 
rather than a day-care. 
What kind of statement 
is that?” 

“People (mothers and 
fathers) should be able to 
stay home and raise their 
children with their val¬ 
ues. We are not helping 
them do that and, in fact, 
we are encouraging the 
opposite.” 

Agriculture 

The topic on every¬ 
one’s mind was ignored 
by the Liberals, said 
Thompson, adding noth¬ 
ing was written into the 
budget for that issue. 

“Just the word Agri¬ 
culture was there, no pre¬ 
amble, no follow up, 
nothing! Nothing to rec¬ 
ognize the crisis this in¬ 
dustry is facing.” 

“I can not support a 
budget that will not sup¬ 
port justice! Not support 
tax breaks! Not support 
the farmers of my riding! 
My vote will be zero!” 

“I have a difficult time 
understanding why my own 
party , even the leader, who 
said they didn’t support the 
budget but they would not 
allow the government to fall 
because Canadians were 
not ready for an election. 

“I’ve never seen a Cana¬ 
dian ready for an election. I 
can’t blame them,” said 
Thompson, who said history 
has shown everyone that 
things will remain status 
quo. “There is some truth 
in that. 'The agricultural in¬ 
dustry is proof. In my 12 
years in Ottawa, there was 
never any kind of policy 
that was agriculture- 
friendly what-so-ever, to any 
extent, that made a big dif¬ 
ference.

Border 

“What you have is a 
small group of emo¬ 
tional protectionists 
using the court system 
in the United States to 
circumvent what their 
government wants to 
do.” 

Federal Agriculture 
Minister Andy Mitchell 
echoed Horner’s senti¬ 
ments, saying that the 
U.S. government main¬ 
tains their support for 
a border re-opening. 

“In this instance, it’s 
not the U.S. govern¬ 
ment, but one judge in 
Montana making this 
decision,” said 

Mitchell’s press secre¬ 
tary Elizabeth Whit¬ 
ing. 

“This is not an issue 
of politics in this in¬ 
stance.” 


Alberta Liberal Ag¬ 
riculture Critic Hugh 
MacDonald agreed that 
the U.S. government 
didn’t guide Cebull’s 
decision, stating false 
facts presented by R- 
CALF as the problem. 

He said R-CALF in¬ 
flated the number of 
cattle that was ex¬ 
pected to cross the bor¬ 
der into the U.S. on 
Mar. 7, by about two 
million. 

“This decision was 
based on misinforma¬ 
tion and politics and 
not science and fact,” 
he said. 

MacDonald also 
criticized the Tory gov¬ 
ernment for not doing 
enough to ensure the 
proper facts were pre¬ 
sented to Judge Cebull. 


“Here we have our 
quarter million dollar 
man Murray Smith 
down there in Washing¬ 
ton supposedly fighting 
for Alberta’s interests, 
yet what evidence do 
we have that he has 
done anything?” 
MacDonald said. “It 
appears in the lobbying 
war to open the border, 
Alberta has definitely 
lost out.” 

Both the Canadian 
government and the 
Canadian Cattlemen’s 
Association attempted 
to enter Amicus Curiae 
(friend of the court) 
briefs, OUTLINING 
their positions. Horner 
said he is confident 
that further review by 
the federal court will 
result in a reversal of 


the injunction, but in 
the meantime, he wants 
cattle producers to 
know that the govern¬ 
ment will do “whatever 
it takes” to ensure a 
sustainable future for 
the industry. 

“We’ve had a 
number of bumps and 
we’ve had a number of 
turns, but our objec¬ 
tive is still the same; 
our destination is still 
the same,” he said. 

“We’ve just hit an¬ 
other bump. As 
Albertans, we’re going 
to keep going. We’re 
going to keep driving 
on and we’re going to 
make sure we get to 
the destinations and 
we’re going to be 
stronger when we get 
there.”

I have always enjoyed watching the Antiques Hoad Shows, 
both the American and the British versions, and now that 
we have the Canadian genus I will be watching that one 
too.

Nearly half of runovers 
occur in the farm field. This 
can result in significant de¬ 
lays in injuries being iden¬ 
tified and treated, as the vic¬ 
tim is likely out of the sight 
of others or where help is 
least available. Emergency 
response units may have dif¬ 
ficulty accessing a remote 
field with their vehicles and 
equipment. This could lead 
to further delays in treat¬ 
ment, increasing the sever¬ 
ity of the health conse¬ 
quences of the injuries. 

About half of farm related 
fatalities happen while the 
victim is working alone. The 
victim frequently dies at the 
scene of the injury event. 
Global positioning systems 
(GPS), two-way radios, and 
cell phones can help facili¬ 
tate quicker responses to an 
injury at an isolated site, as 
long as the communication 
device is always kept within 
reach. Considering the 
amount of work that farm¬ 
ers routinely do in isolation, 
a cell phone or two-way ra¬ 
dio can be a valuable safety 
tool - as long as using it 
doesn’t cause an accident! 
There are a number of 
things you can do to maxi¬ 
mize your cell phone or 
two-way radio both as a 
business tool and a safety 
tool on your farm. 

1. Selection. There are 
many different types of 
handsets and services for 


point adapter to be installed 
in your tractor and perhaps 
an antenna as well to ensure 
enough power and reception 
for your cell phone or radio 
to work properly. 

• Small, lightweight 
handsets have their advan¬ 
tages - but sometimes 
larger, sturdy handsets with 
bigger numbers and easy to 
push buttons, are what you 
really need. 

2. Get phone friendly. 
Read your manufacturer’s 
operating instructions guide 
and try out the features of 
your phone that can make it 
safer to use. For example, 
you can pre-program your 
most frequently called num¬ 
bers and then use automatic 
speed dial to avoid dialling 
every digit. It’s also a good 
idea to pre-program emer¬ 
gency service numbers for 
quick and easy access. 

3. Keep it close. Keep 
your phone on you. If you 
are injured, your phone is of 
no use to you if you can’t 
reach it. 

4. Don’t get distracted. If 
you are in the middle of haz¬ 
ardous weather conditions 
or a difficult manoeuvre, 
don’t be distracted by the 
telephone. Hang up if talk¬ 
ing takes your attention 
away from your task. Or, 
don’t answer the phone - 
that’s what voice mail is for. 


and leave a detailed message 
on your voice mail for you 
to pick up later. 

6. Just stop. If you have 
to place a quick call, do it 
when you’re temporarily 
parked. If you must dial 
when driving, dial only a few 
numbers at a time; ensuring 
the area ahead, beside and 
behind is safe. Always re¬ 
member to tell everyone you 
speak with that you are 
driving - some may surprise 
you and ask to talk later. 

7. Tell someone where 
you are. For safety’s sake, 
always tell someone where 
you will be working. If 911 
is called, cellular phones 
and two-way radios will not 
give emergency services the 
callers location the way 
landlines do. If you are 
working in a remote field 
and someone knows where 
you are, then they can as¬ 
sist in getting help more 
quickly. 

The Canadian Federation 
of Agriculture along with 
the Farm Credit Canada, the 
Canadian Agricultural 
Safety Association, and Ag¬ 
riculture and Agri-Food 
Canada want to remind Ca¬ 
nadian farmers that cell 
phones and two-way radios 
can be valuable safety tools 
when used properly.

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Fast facts for senior farmers 


From 1990 to 2000, most of the 
fatal injuries in farmers aged 60 
and over were due to tractor 
rollovers. Most backwards 
rollovers were caused by towing 
heavy loads, such as disabled ve¬ 
hicles, or by pulling implements, 
stumps or logs using a tow chain 
attached to a tractor. 

The use of rollover protection 
structures (ROPS) and seat belts 
would substantially reduce the 
number of rollover fatalities in 
older farmers. 

Runovers were a major 
cause of fatalities in older farm¬ 
ers. 51 % of machinery runover 
deaths occurred when a dis¬ 
mounted tractor operator was run 
over by his/her unmanned trac¬ 
tor, often subsequent to a jump 
starting procedure. Tractors 
should never be started by means 
of the side ignition box. Tractor 


operators should always shut off 
a tractor’s engine and set its 
brakes prior to dismounting. 

30% of the runover deaths in 
senior farmers occurred when the 
operator fell from his/her machine 
and was then run over by it. 
Seatbelts should be worn at all 
times when a tractor is in motion. 

Injuries sustained while han¬ 
dling and tending animals, espe¬ 
cially bulls, were an important 
cause of fatalities in older farm¬ 
ers. In many bull-related fatali¬ 
ties, the farmer was charged by 
an untethered bull. Most of the 
bull attacks appeared to be unpro¬ 
voked. 

Most hospitalized farm ma¬ 
chinery injuries in adults aged 60 
occurred during the active periods 
of field crop production (spring 
through early fall) 

Being entangled or caught in 


operating farm machinery was the 
leading cause of hospitalization in 
senior farmers. Guards should 
always be used on PTOs and mov¬ 
ing machine components. 

’fight-fitting clothing should be 
worn when working near PTOs, 
conveyers and other moving ma¬ 
chinery. Most entanglement inju¬ 
ries are caused by loose clothing 
such as sweaters or coats being 
caught in the moving parts of a 
machine. The farmer is then 
drawn into the machine by his/ 
her entangled clothing. 

Falls from machinery were a 
much more frequent cause of hos¬ 
pitalized injury for senior farmers 
than for younger farmers. 

In senior farmers, tractors, 
augers, combines, motor vehicles, 
power take off devices, swathers, 
balers and ploughs were the ma¬ 
chines most commonly associated 
with injury events. 

Animal related trauma and 
falls from height were the leading 
causes of non machine-related 
hospitalized injuries in older farm¬ 
ers. 

Fhlls on the same level were a 
far more common cause of hospi¬ 
talized injuries in senior farmers 
than in younger farmers. This 
was especially true for senior fe¬ 
males. 

Fhst facts for all farmers: 

On average, there are 114 ag¬ 


ricultural fatalities and 1,500 ag¬ 
ricultural hospitalizations each 
year in Canada. There has been 
no substantial change in the an¬ 
nual number of agricultural inju¬ 
ries in Canada over the past dec¬ 
ade. 

In persons aged 15*, sideways 
rollovers (into ditches and from 
slopes) and backward rollovers 
(from sudden acceleration or in¬ 
correct towing practices) are the 
leading causes of agricultural fa¬ 
talities in Canada. Most rollover 
fatalities could be prevented if 
ROPS were retrofitted on all trac¬ 
tors and operators wore seatbelts 
at all times. In jurisdictions where 
the retrofitting of ROPS has been 
made compulsory, rollover fatali¬ 
ties have been virtually eliminated. 

Many farmers are killed and 
injured working alone in isolated 
locations on Canadian farms and 
ranches. They frequently die at the 
scene of the injury event. Geo¬ 
graphic positioning systems and 
two-way radios could facilitate 
rapid response to an injury at an 
isolated site, as long as communi¬ 
cation devices were always kept 
within reach. 

Fast facts for farms where chil¬ 
dren live or play: 

From 1990 to 2000, there were 
109 fatal agricultural injuries in 
children aged 1-6 years in Canada. 
Over 84% of the children were re¬ 


lated to the farm owner/operators. 
79% of those killed were boys. Fa¬ 
talities in children aged 1-6 were 
8.7% of the total number of agri¬ 
cultural fatalities. 

From 1990 to 2000, there 
were 717 agricultural hospitalized 
injuries to children aged 1-6 years 
in Canada. Hospitalized injuries 
to children aged 1-6 were 4.8% of 
the total number of 
hospitalizations. 

Across Canada, three 
causes of injury accounted for al¬ 
most 79% of the fatal agricultural 
injuries to children under seven: 
bystander runovers, extra rider 
falls and runovers, and drownings. 

Nationally, 34% of the agricul¬ 
tural fatalities in children aged 1- 
6 were bystander runovers. The 
vehicle was usually reversing at 
the time of the runover. 

Bystander and extra rider 
runover injuries are so severe that 
there is negligible chance of a child 
surviving, even if immediate medi¬ 
cal care were available. 

Children of any age should 
never be taken as extra riders on 
tractors or other farm machinery. 
Extra riders are at extremely high 
risk for fatal falls or runovers. 

On farms, child drownings gen¬ 
erally occur when young children 
wander away from parents or 
other relatives who are engaged 
in chores. Nationally, 20% of ag¬ 
ricultural deaths in children aged 
1-6 were due to drowning. Most 
drownings took place in man¬ 
made water sources such as dug- 
outs. Children have also drowned 
in sewage pits, manure pits, wa¬ 
ter troughs, rain barrels and 
wells. 

Machine entanglements 
were the most common rea¬ 
son for hospitalized injuries 
in children aged 1-6. Entan¬ 
glements often result in per¬ 
manent disabling injuries, 
such as limb amputations. 

To prevent runovers, 
drownings, pinnings and en¬ 
tanglements, the farm or 
ranch work site must be 
completely off limits to chil¬ 
dren aged 1-6. Drowning 
hazards and areas where 
tractors, pick up trucks, 
machinery and equipment 
are operated should be 
barriered “child-free zones”, 
inaccessible to preschool 
children.

executive director of the Cana¬ 
dian Agricultural Safety Asso¬ 
ciation (CASA). “We need to 
encourage safe practices that 
will ensure their continued 
good health and productivity in 
what is a very physically de¬ 
manding industry. A safe farm 
is a successful farm.” 

The average Canadian 
farmer is over 50 years old, 
placing greater emphasis on 
safety for seniors. Farmers 
aged 60 and over represent 
only 13 per cent of the farm¬ 
ing population, but suffer 35 
per cent of all agricultural 
fatalities and 24 per cent of 
agricultural hospitalizations, 
according to a study by the 
Canadian Agricultural Injury 
Surveillance Program 
(CAISP). 


Over half of farm-related fa¬ 
talities happen while the victim 
is working alone, reveals a 
study by Canada’s leading au¬ 
thority on agricultural injuries. 


In Canada, 61 per cent of 
farms are run by single opera¬ 
tors, meaning farmers rou¬ 
tinely work alone. Even with 
larger family corporations or 


partnerships, farmers often 
work in isolation - it’s just the 
nature of the business. 

“The biggest problem with 
working alone, obviously, is get¬ 


ting help quickly when you 
need it,” says Bob Friesen, 
president of the Canadian Fed¬ 
eration of Agriculture (CFA). 
“This makes farm safety a ne¬ 
cessity, not a nicety.” 

“Safety is in the details” is 
the theme of Canadian Agricul¬ 
tural Safety Week, March 9-15, 
2005. The campaign examines 
the physical considerations of 
farm work with a special focus 
on seniors and what can be 
done to reduce the risks of in¬ 
juries and fatalities. The mes¬ 
sage “Safety is in the details” 
encourages farmers to tell 
someone where he or she is 
working and what time he or 
she should be back. 

“Older farmers represent a 
vital portion of Canadian pro¬ 
ducers,” says Marcel Hacault, 


Job safety analysis can help save 
lives on farms 


Between April 1990 and 
March 2000, more than 
3,500 Canadian farmers 
over 60 were hospitalized 
for treatment of agriculture- 
related injuries. During the 
same years, 433 senior 
farmers died because of 
their injuries. 

“Much can be done to im¬ 
prove the safety of farmers, 
particularly senior farm¬ 
ers,” explained Glen Blahey, 
who chaired the Making 
Farming Safe for Senior 
Farmers’ study by the Cana¬ 
dian Agricultural Safety As¬ 
sociation and supported by 
Agriculture and Agri-Food 
Canada in 2002. “Many, if 
not all, farm-related injuries 
are preventable,” explained 
Blahey. He added in particu¬ 
lar the highest-fatality ac¬ 
tivity, tractor rollovers, 
could be prevented if farm¬ 
ers used tractors equipped 
with rollover protection 
structures (ROPS) and wore 
seatbelts when operating 
their equipment. 

“One of the best ways to 
determine likely hazards for 
farmers is to analyze the 
safety of various jobs they 
do every day,” explained 
Blahey. “Those most famil¬ 
iar with a job are best suited 
to evaluate the risks asso¬ 
ciated with it. They must 
consider it impartially and 
suppress thoughts about 
how it is done and focus on 
how the tasks should be per¬ 
formed to avoid injury or 
property damage.” 

Blahey adds “when con¬ 
ducting a job safety analy¬ 


sis for a job a senior person 
is going to be performing, 
added consideration must be 
given to the possible limita¬ 
tions the person brings to 
the task.” This means tak¬ 
ing into consideration 
things like poorer eyesight, 
decreased mobility, and less¬ 
ened reaction time when 
completing the analysis. 

An analysis can be com¬ 
pleted either by a senior 
farmer who does a job or 
their supervisor or 
co-worker. “The process of 
conducting a job safety 
analysis is straightfor¬ 
ward,” explained Blahey. A 
job safety analysis involves 
six separate steps. These 
include 

• Identifying a specific 
job to be performed; 

• Breakdown the entire 
job into the individual steps; 

• Identify the potential 
hazards associated with per¬ 
forming each task; 

• Determine what ac¬ 
tions or measures are nec¬ 
essary to eliminate or con¬ 
trol the hazards of each step; 

• Make the necessary 
changes to control the haz¬ 
ards by ensuring effective 
training and making 
changes in equipment or 
product used; and, 

• Evaluate the success 
of the job safety analysis. 

By following this se¬ 
quence of steps, Blahey says 
farmers should be able to 
effectively gauge the risks of 
their daily routine and help 
eliminate unnecessary risks. 

The Canadian Agricul¬ 


tural Injury Surveillance 
Program (CAISP), which 
tracked agricultural inju¬ 
ries between 1990 and 2000, 
offers several suggestions to 
reduce injuries and fatalities 
for older Canadian farmers. 
Measures such as installing 
ROPS and seatbelts on trac¬ 
tors, properly maintaining 
all equipment, and ensuring 
guards are in place and in 
proper order on all power 
takeoffs (PTOs) and moving 
parts can do much to lessen 
or eliminate many risks 
which farmers unnecessarily 
expose themselves to. 

In addition, the CAISP 
study suggests senior farm¬ 
ers avoid altogether certain 
risky activities, such as 
towing disabled equipment 
with tractors or dismount¬ 
ing tractors without shut¬ 
ting off the engine or setting 
the parking brake. They also 
suggest farmers observe 
“best practices” when han¬ 
dling larger livestock. 

The Canadian Federation 
of Agriculture, the Cana¬ 
dian Agricultural Safety As¬ 
sociation, Farm Credit 
Canada, and Agriculture 
and Agri-Food Canada are 
urging farmers to analyze 
the risks and plan to work 
safely.

“All this, when agri¬ 
culture is the number 
one industry in the land, 
in the world.” 

“I guess there are too 
many people out there 
who think if farmers go 
under they can still go 
to Safeway and buy 
their grub.” 

Thompson reiterated 
these are dangerous 
times we live in. He said 
every morning he wakes 
up there is another de¬ 
velopment on crucial is¬ 
sues. 

“We need to save the 
farm (with this budget). 
They need a quick injec¬ 
tion, they need to think 
about the people who 
are depressed and sup¬ 
pressed, so much so, 
some of them are con¬ 
sidering suicide. But 
this budget didn’t do it.” 

Thompson said coun¬ 
cillors in other parts of 
Wild Rose (Banff, 
Canmore) were praising 
the government for the 
fine things they did in 
regards to parks and en¬ 
vironment, at their re¬ 
cent Town Hall Meet¬ 
ings. 

“I agreed with them, 
those things are okay 
but I said to them, if you 
let agriculture collapse 
I’m not so sure you peo¬ 
ple will have a whole lot 
of future for yourselves.

It’s only a 
handful of a few from R- 
Calf who don’t want this 
to happen. Hopefully 
the other side will over¬ 
ride and they will get 
things flowing.” 

“It is out of our 
hands, it is now in the 
hands of the United 
States, so please Mr. 
Martin don’t pull out 
another sharp stick and 
jab it in the eye of Mr. 
Bush.” 

Missile Defense 

Thompson said, in 
Brussels, George Bush 
asked Paul Martin, what 
his intentions were con¬ 
cerning the missile 
defense system. Martin 
said he didn’t know, he 
promised a full, public 
debate, and a vote in the 
house of commons. 


“And last Monday 
Martin waltzes into the 
House of Commons and 
said Canada won’t par¬ 
ticipate. No vote, no de¬ 
bate.” 

“You can’t trust 
someone who says one 
thing and does an¬ 
other. ” 

Thompson said, be¬ 
lieving there would be a 
debate, he spent $3,000 
sending out question¬ 
naires to see how his 
constituents wanted 
him to vote, now to find 
out it was for nothing. 

“Bush hasn’t re¬ 
turned Martin’s phone 
call (about the future of 
the U.S. border status) 
in 10 days, and he won¬ 
ders why. Condoleeza 
Rice cancels her Foreign 
Affairs meeting, and he 
wonders why. 

“It’s all about politi¬ 
cal stuff. It is all about 
political correctness. 
It’s not about doing the 
right thing and I’m 
bloody sick of it! After 
12 years I’m getting 
sicker and sicker as 
every day goes by.” 

Canada’s Justice 
System 

Thompson, the Con¬ 
servative’s opposition to 
the Minister of Justice, 
said this area was the 
most frustrating to him. 

“I’ll bet anyone dol¬ 
lars to donuts the rea¬ 
son these police died is 
because we have been 
pandering to criminals 
for so long, and to heck 
with the victims.” 

“For eight years I’ve 
been trying to stamp out 
child pornography, that 
is a no brainer.” 

“Babies in diapers, 
two-year-old kids being 
molested and exploited 
in videos and pictures. 
Real live children, not 
drawings or sketches, 
real children being ex¬ 
ploited across this coun¬ 
try day in and day out 
on the internet in a bil¬ 
lion dollar industry.” 

“You can not get this 
government to move be¬ 
cause it is going to in¬ 
fringe on the rights of 
some poor idiot who has 
freedom of expression.” 

“It is time to do some¬ 
thing about that, I pre¬ 
fer to see our kids safe 
and your freedom of ex¬ 
pression shoved up the 
tube.” 

Thompson has sug¬ 
gested the age of con¬ 
sent be changed from 
14-years-old to 16, even 
17. He has been shut 
down every time. 

“This old boy is frus¬ 
trated.” 

Thompson referred to 
the Roman Empire. 

“Remember why it 
went under, they had 
peace, they had an abun¬ 
dance of goods and 
luxury items, but their 
morals went down the 
tube, slowly but surely, 
and they collapsed from 
within.” 


"If there is one thing 
that worries me about 
my friends to the south 
is their $9 trillion debt. 
Please Lord help them 
through that.” 

Thompson said at this 
point in his career he 
doesn’t care about right 
and left. 

“I want to be right, 
and if they don’t agree 
with me I want them to 
be wrong. 1 don’t want 
them to be left. I don’t 
care about that 
anymore.” 

Thompson has told 
Stephen Harper that he 
should go to the Prime 
Minister and deliver 
these demands.

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Olds College shares expertise with recovery 

efforts in South Asia 


Olds College Struck 
a Task Force immedi¬ 
ately following the 
Tsunami disaster in 
Southeast Asia, con¬ 
vinced its unique 
programs, personnel 
and resources could 
benefit recovery ef¬ 
forts. On March 20, a 
college representative 
will travel to Sri Lanka 
to determine first-hand 
what kind of role Olds 
College will provide in 
long-term rebuilding. 

Gord Gilchrist, who 
has worked as an in¬ 
structor in the Agricul¬ 
tural Technology pro¬ 
gram for the past eight 
years, has teamed with 
a group of five other 
experts from A Better 
World - a partner with 
Adventist Development 
& Relief Agency (ADRA 
Canada). Gilchrist be¬ 
came connected with - 
Better World through 
one of his students. 

“I’ve been asked to 
go on this fact-finding 
trip to offer my techni¬ 
cal advice.” said 
Gilchrist. “I’m happy 
to offer what I can, but 
I feel daunted and 
all-consumed by the 
project. It’s hard to ex¬ 
plain. But since this 
tragedy there is some¬ 


thing inside me that is 
telling me to do some¬ 
thing. With the 
absolutely supportive 
response from the staff 
and students of Olds 
College, I know many 
other people feel the 
same. Olds College has 
the skills and expertise 
that I believe will make 
a real difference in that 
part of the world.” 

The Tsunami Task 
Force, which includes 
representatives from 
program areas across 
campus as well as the 
Olds College Board of 
Governors, whole¬ 
heartedly approved 
Gilchrist’s participa¬ 
tion with Better 
World’s mission. 

The group will spend 
three weeks on the 
eastern shores of Sri 
Lanka, which has a 
very poor population 
whose main livelihood 
is fishing. It is the 
same area where the 
Canadian Disaster As¬ 
sistance Response 
Team (DART) was set 
up. 

“Our mandate is to 
select the projects that 
will be developed to 
source local materials 
and labour, and to build 
budgets and timelines” 


said Gilchrist. ‘There 
is a local boat repair 
business, for instance, 
that has been de¬ 
stroyed. I can deter¬ 
mine what kind of fa¬ 
cility and machinery 
could be made avail¬ 
able, because those peo¬ 
ple need to get boats 
repaired and people 
back on their feet. 
“Through Olds College, 
we can offer expertise 
in water resources, 
well and sewer sys¬ 
tems, utilities, carpen¬ 
try, GPS technology, 
engine repair, farming 
practises, animal 
health... the list goes 
on and on. 

There has been a lot 
of money flowing into 
the region, but many 
development agencies 
are missing experts 
who can determine 
what’s needed and ac¬ 
tually get the work 
done. “ 

“People from Olds 
College and from A Bet¬ 
ter World are ready to 
start.” 

The information 
brought back through 
this initial trip will deter¬ 
mine the direction the Olds 
College Tsunami Task 
Force will take. “The

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QUESTION: My children love to do things for 
themselves, but they make such messes that it's easier 
for me to do the things for them. I just don't have the 
patience to see them fumble with stuff. Do you think 
I'm wrong to step in? 

DR. DOBSON: I think you are wrong, even though 
I understand how you feel. I heard a story about a 
mother who was sick in bed with the flu. Her darling 
daughter wanted so much to be a good nurse. She 
fluffed the pillows and brought a magazine to read. 
And then she even showed up with a surprise cup of 
tea. 

"Why, you're such a sweetheart," the mother said 
as she drank the tea. "I didn't know you even knew 
how to make tea." 

"Oh, yes," the little girl replied. "I learned by watch¬ 
ing you. I put the tea leaves in the pan, and then I 
put in the water and boiled it. Then I strained it into 
a cup. But I couldn't find a strainer, so I used the 
flyswatter instead." 

"You what?" the mother screamed. 

The little girl said, "Oh, don't worry, Mom, I didn't 
use the new flyswatter. 1 used the old one." 

Well, when kids try their hardest and they get it 
all wrong in spite of themselves, what's a parent to 
do? What mothers and fathers often do is prevent their 
children from carrying any responsibility that could 
result in a mess or a mistake. It's just easier to do 
everything for them than to clean up afterward. But 
I urge parents not to fall into that trap. 

Your child needs her mistakes. That's how she 
learns. So go along with the game every now and then 
— even if the tea you drink tastes a little strange. 

QUESTION: Isn't it our goal to produce children 
with self-discipline and self-reliance? If so, how does 
your approach to external discipline imposed by par¬ 
ents get translated into internal control? 

DR. DOBSON: There are many authorities who 
suggest that parents take a passive approach to their 
children for the reason implied by your question: They 
want their kids to discipline themselves. But since 
young people lack the maturity to generate that self- 
control, they stumble through childhood without ex¬ 
periencing either internal or external discipline. 

Thus, they enter adult life having never completed 
an unpleasant assignment, or accepted an order that 
they disliked, or yielded to the leadership of their 
elders. Can we expect such a person to exercise self- 
discipline in young adulthood? I think not. That in¬ 
dividual doesn't even know the meaning of the words. 

My belief is that parents should introduce their 
children to discipline and self-control by any reason¬ 
able means available, including the use of external 
influences when they are young. By being required 
to behave responsibly, children gain valuable experi¬ 
ence in controlling their own impulses and resources. 
Then as they grow into the teen years, responsibility 
is transferred year by year from the shoulders of the 
parents directly to the children. They no longer are 
required to do what they have learned during earlier 
years, in the hope that they will want to function on 
their own initiative. 

To illustrate, a boy should be required to keep his 
room relatively neat when he is young. Then some¬ 
where during the mid-teens, his own self-discipline 
should take over and provide the motivation to con¬ 
tinue the task. If it does not, the parent should close 
the door and let him live in a dump, if that is his 
choice. 

In short, self-discipline does not come automati¬ 
cally to those who have never experienced it. Self- 
control must be learned, and it must be taught.
